1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendments received 20 May 2009. 

2. This action has been assigned paper number 200908 1 3 for reference purposes only. 

3. Claims 1-16, 18, 19, 33, and 34 are pending and have been examined. 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

5 . Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be understood 
in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 1340, 62 USPQ2d 
1151, 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret the claimed terms as found 
on pages 1-29 of the specification. Clearly almost all the general terms in the claims may have 
multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is susceptible to various meanings, ... the 
inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. Using these definitions for the claims, the 
claimed invention was not reasonably found in the prior art. 

6. The Examiner has considered Applicants' remarks filed on 20 May 2009. Upon 
reviewing the references, the Examiner agrees with Applicants' primary arguments with respect 
to the art rejections. 

7. Hirota and Ginter fail to teach or suggest medium, media player, and host rule bases. 

8. Hirota teaches rules on the medium given to a media player and conditions for use stored 
on the media player. However, the rules on the medium are the rules set forth by the host. 
Therefore there are not three rule bases, but instead there are only two. 
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9. Ginter teaches two sets of rules with content, rules from the creator and rules from the 
distributor. As the rules from the creator are always with the content, they could possibly be 
taken as medium rule. The rules from the distributor would be understood to be host rules. 
However, similar to Hirota, these rules are also passed with the content. Ginter does not teach 

media player rules. 

10. Therefore, neither reference alone teaches the three rule bases. If these references were 
combined to show the host rule base from Ginter and the medium and media player rules from 
Hirota, they would still fail to have the "host rule base stored on the host" because both 
references show the host rules being sent with the content. Moreover, one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be motivated to combine the elements in the claimed manner, because accessing 
the host rule base would require a connection from the media player to the host and media 
players with content stored on them are not designed to connect to a host during play. 

11. Hirota and Ginter fail to teach or suggest identifying priorities for the rule bases. 

12. Even if it were assumed that the combination of Hirota and Ginter or another 
combination of references did teach the medium, media player, and host rule bases as claimed, 

the combination would have to be modified to identify the priority from the rule base(s) from the 
other reference. As neither reference contains all three rule bases, neither reference would have 
a teaching, suggestion, or motivation to prioritize the untaught rule base(s). 



1 3 . Additionally, combining Hirota and Ginter would result in duplicate host rule bases. 
Therefore, any rationale applied to combine them would not result in the claimed invention.
